ted will desert old feeding grounds 
for months at a time, finally drift.

It never occurred to the Mexicans to 
prospect more than a few feet below 
the surface, and the existence of the 
strata of auriferous cement, which 
constitute the ore bodies of the Ameri- 
can company, was not suspected until 
Manager H. 8.

Here are a few natural facts. The Bible is a book 
whose writing extends over a period of more (han 1500 
years. It was written by statesmen, annalists, seers, 
poets, preachers, kings, shepherds, fishermen, peasants. 
Moses was erudite in all the learning of the Egyptians, 
and that was much. David was a poet whose tongue was 
touched with celestial fire. The utterances of Isaiah 
were as eloquent as any that ever fell from human lips. 
Solomon was a statesman, ripe and profound. St. Paul 
was a philosopher scarcely inferior to Aristotle. Since 
the closing of the volume with the book of Revelation 
some 2000 years ago, this book has been the spiritual 
food of the civilized world in many lands and in many 
tongues. Kings, statesmen, philosophers, and poets have 
found in its pages an influence caught from no other 
words that ever fell from human lips or pen. 


Here are other facts. The higher critic comes before 
us and points out beyond all question of cavil that we 
have entertained erroneous views as to the authorship of 
some of these books, as to the times of their writing, and 
as to the sources from which they were deriyed. The 
higher critic’s work is undoubtedly an important one 
for scholars. But the requits of their researches are 
scarcely profitable for the average plain inerudite Chris- 
tian. The scholar may see clearly that the book of Gen- 
esis is composed largely of Babylonian myths, but in 
spite of this knowledge derived from his scholarship, he 
may still in religious fervor grapple to his soyl with 
hooks of steel the moral teaching of the book. The fact 
that he regards the deluge as a myth does not 

for his mind the value of the Ten Commandments, the 


| ethics of the Sermon on the Mount, nor the grandeur of 


St. Paul's eulogy of the three cardinal graces. He re- 
gards the Bible very much as the engineer regards the 
headlight of his locomotive. The path illuminated may 
be exceedingly narrow. The mountains may lie in 
shadow and the plains in darkness right and _ left. It 
may not reveal to him microscopic objects on the rail, 
but it will show a landslide ahead, an obstruction tied to 
wreck the train, or a sleeping cow ahead of his speeding 
machine. It gives him notice of the burning bridge or the 
misplaced switch and warns him to check his engine and 
save his train. The Bible may have errors as to physi- 
cal sciefites in its pages. Some of its chronology may 
be in error, and some of its history scarcely authentic, 
but ifs moral teaching is as clear as sunlight, the path it 
points to heaven as straight as the light that comes down 
from the stars, the uplifting influences of its beautiful 
passages are felt so intensely that no inaccuracies such as 
the higher critic finds in its pages mar its effect upon 
the religious spirit. 


The simple woman's question carries with it a whole 
world of wisdom. The more one can believe in the 
Bible the better it will be for him. That is undoubtedly 
true, although the scholars in the higher criticism may 
hold that the book of Daniel is history and not prophecy,

The Radical Cadets. 


The Constitutional Democrats are the radical party of 
the moment.

This party stands squarely on the mani- 
testo. It has publicly announced that it will fight both 
revolution and reaction. As an instance of its sincerity 
in this respect, a recent incident may be cited: Shortly 


‘before Count Witte was deposed, an anonymous inter- 


view was given out quoting him as saying that the Em- 
peror’s power was in no way limited; that he remained 
an autocrat, and could at any time cancel his manifesto 
if he go desired. , 

The party of October Seventeenth at once came out 
with a most able and dignified statement of the Em- 
peror’s new legal status as head of a limited monarchy, 
under which no measure could become a law unless ap- 
proved by the douma. At the same time, the historical 
meaning of the title “autocrat” was explained, and timely 
argument offered for the consistency of remaining under 
the new régime. The party of October Seventeenth 
stands close to the administration, and is yet outside 
of it. Its initiators include men of undisputed ability, 
patriotism and popularity. 

The party of the Nobles is made up of land owners 


and government officials, who represent the oldest and 


most influential families of Russia. Their class status 
has been a_peculiar one ever since the time of Ivan the 
Terrible. They have their own class organization in 
each government, and are given by law a preponderating 
voice in all local affairs. But they are not allowed to 
have a central all-Russian organization, and cannot con- 
sider matters of imperial policy.

The Terrible Desert.

STORY OF FEARFUL EXPERIENCE.

HAT there is no death more cruel than that from 


the terrible “desert thirst” is attested by Prof. W. J.

HERE are not many fine flowering plants which 

will grow and bloom in perfection in the common

Summer Care of Plants. 


Throughout the summer the air is generally hot and 
‘dry and dissipates much of the moisture intended for 
plants to consume; consequently it is during the preva- 
lence of hot weather and rapid growth that plants re- 
quire food in soluble form. Liquid fertilizers are readily 
absorbed by the feeding roots, and at once assimilated by

| by the time the spores change to u reddish rust the effect 
on the plant is quite apparent; the leaves turn yellow, 
then brown and quickly fall off. It really does little 
harm aside from the loss of foliage, unless it covers the

We have seen trees preserved as follows: Remove all 
unsound and decaying wood with a chisel until the sound 
wood is exposed. Mix one 


posed wood, inside the cavity, with a solution of one 
pound copper sulphate in five gallons of water before 
putting in the cement. In case of cavities being too 
large to fill by reason of the expense, the trees may be 
plastered inside with the above mixture.

is a blunder, an impertinence, a crime. A park then 
should consist of natural objects, turf, water, trees and 
shrubs, arranged by art and skill of man so as to afford 
the greatest possible pleasure and enjoyment to the peo- 
ple, with no artificial objects which are not essential to 
their comfort or convenience.

ARE Hou or STRANGE FOWL. 


From Pastoralists’ Review. 


¥ lie for the most part to the west and southwest 
of Stewart Island. Desolate crags of ocean, beaten 
by the storms that sweep up from Antarctic seas, 
they are the home of a strange sea fowl. The Shear- 
water, or, as it is locally called, the mutton bird, is a 
unique specimen of the fathered creation. For genera- 
tions it has paid unwilling toll to its Maori landlords. 
Year after year the mutton birds return in millions to 
their old haunts. According to tradition they come back 
with the punctuality and precision of regiments of sol- 
diers on a big review day. | 

“They know the time—I am sure of it. The winds and 
the clouds guide them, and the stars point their way 

across the sea. I have spoken!” ' 
The old Maori folded his arms and nodded his head. 
The fact that he had apparently got into a pair of his 
youngest grandson’s knickerbockers detracted nothing 
from his dignity. His keen eyes stared across the sullen 
waste of water as he listened to the booming of the surf 
on the lonely shore. | : 

He had spoken. 

And who am I, a mere bird of passage, that I should 
add a codicil to his words? : 

“The Mutton Bird Islands are ours—so much the 
pakeha does not take from us! The dead would rise out 
of their graves, our warriors would return to meet their 
enemies; it is so!” 

His eyes rolled and his teeth snapped in a fashion that 
suggested the baked meat after the battle. It was only 
the flicker of a light that burns low—a final flash in the 
pan. Yet, even in his semi-civilized old age, he was not 
the kind of person one would care to contradict. He had 
some crude notions on the debatable question of might 
being right. The mental attitude of this fine old pagan 
was a curious revelation of the Maori of long ago, after 
he had appropriated the teaching of the missionary and 
mixed it up with his own more complicated system of 
theology. As a young man he had prayed hard to that 
fellow up in heaven (God) to keep the pakeha out of 
Stewart Island. Had not the missionary promised him 
that the fellow up there (in heaven) was always listen- 
ing, and would answer the prayers of Maoris as well as 
white men? He admitted, as a gruaging concession, 
however, that the pakeha’s God might have put it into 
the head of the man in Wellington who was the govern- 
ment to keep the Mutton Bird Islands for the Maoris. 

“They are over there, and again there, behind the sea.” 
His lean brown hand took in the gray horizon with a 
semi-circular sweep. Squatting om the ground outside 
the door of his whare, his long, thin legs stuck out like 
weather-beaten clothes props from the sparse covering 

of the juvenile knickerbockers. An old woolen jersey, 
apparently designed to let in the fresh air, was his only 
protection—other than that absurd apology for trousers— 
against the autumn gales. But in his attitude toward the 
weather there was the same lordly air of condescension 
as he showed in speaking to the white wahine who asked 
Sc Many questions. His name, in Maori, was “Voice of 
the Sounding Sea.” 

Naturally he was disposed to think lightly of the great 
rollers that broke in clouds of spray a hundred feet be- 
low his whare. 

“It is not much when you are on it—a few waves that 
make a great noise because the wind helps them! It ts 
nothing—tomorrow my daughters and their children go 
to our island. I have said they shall wait no longer; it 

is the time of year for big waves.” 

4 His eyes had the piercing glance of some wild hawk, 
as he strained his sight to look beyond the mists that 
swept up from the south west. 

Here and there barren rocks or wooded crags, clothed 
in coarse grass or fern, stuck out like fangs on the heav- 
ing bosom of the sullen sea. These were only a sugges- 
tion, the hroken fringe that marked the beginning of the 
Mutton Bird Islands. 

To the “Voice of the Sounding Sea” these desolate 
crags of ocean were doubly dear. They were the rem- 
nant of that portion of his inheritance on which the con- 
quering white man had never set his foot. He muttered 
to himself in Maori. His eyes rolled, and his lean hands 
clutched at the knickerbockers of a civilization which 
had been thrust upon him because might is right. The 
white wahine was forgotten. Was the “Voice of the 
Sounding Sea” unconsciously rehearsing the grand finale 
of an imaginary battle, in which the skulls of the enemy 
should make drinking vessels for the flower of the Maori 
youth? 

The first week in Appil brings the annual exodus to the 
Matton Bird Islands. It is a curious scene, that lingers 
in the memory as a modern picture of the Maori in some- 
thing of his native daring as a bold navigator and hardy 
adventurer. Until a few years ago the embarkation was 
made in open boats, an exploit which can only be prop- 
erly appreciated by those who have witnessed a heavy 
sea rolling up to the Southwest Cape of Stewart Island, 
for the islets that lie beyond the wildest extremity of the 
land are the favorite haunts of the mutton bird. 

Today the Maoris on the mainland of New Zealand 
charter a small steamer, a mundane departure from the 
cockle shells in which their ancestors braved the open 
sea, but not without its danger.

THE DEADLY CLOTHES BRUSH. 
The use of the clothes brush in the living-rooms of a 
house is emphatically denounced in the current issue of 
the Lancet as a dangerous practice likely to lead to dis- 
ease and death. . 

“The imagination does not require to be stretched very 
far to realize that the clothes brush might be easily re- 
sponsible for the dissemination of disease,” says the ex- 
pert journal. “Dust is rarely, if ever, free from micro- 
organisms, and among them pathogenic entities have 
“Dust is, in fact, an enemy of the human race, a ve- 
hicle of disease, and should everywhere and on every 
occasion, howeved trifling, be prevented as far as means 
can be employed to that end. 

“Clothes, of course, must be brushed just as carpets 
must be beaten, but both create a nuisance 


therefore, as there are grounds reserved for the beating 
of carpets, remote, as they should be, from human habi- 
tation, so also ought there to be in a household con- 
ducted on hygienic lines a special room relegated to the 
brushing of clothes. 
“Enthusiastic sanitary reformers would, no doubt, sug- 
gest that provision might also be made for trapping the 
dust by some such simple measure as suspending a damp 
sheet across the room. 

“The daily clothes have a large capacity and a singu- 
lar affinity for dust which may contain the seeds of a 
common cold or a sore throat, or even of blood polson- 
ing and tetanus, so that the suggestion that the clothes 
brush should be handled in a less indiscriminate way 
than is usually the case can hardly be regarded as chi- 
merical. 

“The brushing of clothes is, in fact, a clumsy and an 
unsanitary procedure which might with advantage be 
superseded by some more effectual and less offensive 
method. The use of some kind of vacuum brush for the

APHAM is a name meaning bhearthstone“ or 
“homestone,”’ from the words lapis, stone, and heim 
or ham; meaning home. Lopham is another form 
of the name found in old records. | 
Norfolk county, England, was one home of the Lap- 
hams, and the family has flourished in Scotland from 
early times. ? 3 
Two of the family came over from England, before the 
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middle of the seventeenth century. Thomas and John 
were these pilgrim fathers. Thomas was born in Ten- 
terden, Kent county, England, about 1610. Twenty-five 
years later we find him a resident of Scituate, Mass., and 
sbout this time he married Mary, daughter of Elder Na- 
thaniel Tilden. 

John, a weaver from Devonshire, where he was born in 
1625, settled in Providence, R. I., where he married Mary. 
daughter of William Mann. They had four sons and one 
daughter, and his descendants are now found in New 
England, New York and tlie West. 

At the outbreak of King Philip’s War, when Provi- 
dence Was burned, his house being destroyed, he removed 
to Dartmouth, Mass. He had previously been admitte® 
freeman in Providence, where he was constable, and dep- 
uty to the General Assembly. He was a large land 
owner for those days, and numbered his acres by the 
several hundreds, in and about Providence. 

His son John married Mary Russell, whose great 
gtandfather, on the paternal side, had. helped establish 
the first extensive iron works in this country; this was 
at Taunton, Mass., where he also built the first blast fur- 
nace. The Russells were prominent in New England, 
and founders of the whale fisheries. - „ 

John and Mary Russell Lapham had five sons, and 

their darghters were the number of the Muses—nine all 
told. 
Branches of the family were founded in Maine, New 
Hampshire and Vermont. The progenitor of the Maine 
family was Abijah, born in Scituate, who married Sarah 
Hartwell in 1790. Another pioneer was John. a descen- 
dant of Thomas, the pilgrim. John was a soldier in the 
French and Indian War and in the Revolution. His wife 
was Bathsheba Eames.

If she has trouble finding the eggs direct her a little and 
put up the barrier. On the morning of the third day, if 
she returns promptly to the eggs, do not put up the bar- 
rier, but let her have freedom. It is well to put up the 
barrier each night as a protection to the hen against 
night marauders. It takes twenty-one days to incubate 
the eges. Keep a bit of ground spaded up near the bar- 
rel so she may have a dust bath any time, plenty of 
grain and fresh water. With these privileges she will 
hatch chickens from fertile eggs—nine chicks from thir- 
teen eggs being an ideal hatch.

The Bantam Fancy Grows Apace. 

It is indeed gratifying to learn that the attention called 
to the pleasures of breeding bantams in this department 
is bearing good fruit. During the past two months some 
handsome pairs, trios and pens of the different breeds of 
high-class bantams have found their way to Southern 
California yards from the other side of the Great Divide. 
For the most part these importations have been Buff and 
Black Cochin bantams, Black-breasted Reds, Light Brah- 
mas, Golden and Silver Sebrights, Black and Long-tailed 
Biack Japanese. These certainly evince variety, but not 
more than 25 per cent. of the breeds represented in the 
standard. With a view to stimulating the interest in our 
diminutive fowl to a still greater extent, and to broaden 
the poultry fancy along educational lines we herewith 
show a fine illustration of a pair of prize-winning Eng- 
lish Polish bantams, a group which includes also the Buff- 
laced Polish, neither of which have ever been exhibited 
to the writer’s knowledge in South California. The Whites 
make an appeal which the ladies pronounce as “cute” by 
reason of their quaint appearance.

Dried Olives. 


INCE the reference to dried 
ment, the editor has received 
ing, a well-known nurseryman of 
an olive that is quite different in 
ordinary shriveled, hard dried olive. TI 
moist, and look more like small, dried 
Mr. Roeding wrote as follows in regard 
“In a general way, I beg to state that these oli 
not really dried, but the water is extracted from 
by Means of a salt process. We have been worki 
this method of handling olives for several years 
largely to supply the Italian and Greek trade, these be 
ing the olives which they are accustomed to use in 
their home countries, so it seems. Our work on these 
olives is largely in the experimental stage, but we think 
we are on the right track, and we hope before many 
seasons go by to have the process of handling olives in 
this manner perfected. We have in the neighborhood 
of a ton of these olives on hand ready for shipment now. 
The retail price on the olives in limited quantities va- 
ries from ten to fifteen cents per pound. We would be 
very much pleased to correspond with wholesalers, and 
would offer them special inducements so that they 
would find it to their advantage to handle these goods. 
If the demand justifies it. we would go into the manu- 
facture of these particular olives on quite a large scale.” 
The single drawback of these olives is that they are 
very salt. This is specially objectionable to hygienists, 
most of whom properly regard table salt—chloride of 
sodium—as a poison. Even those who use salt liberally, 
however, would-ünd these too salt for general consump- 
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by soaking, but then some of the oil—and probably 


editor wrote to Mr. Roeding about this, and he replied 
as follows: 

“Your favor of the 9th instant is received, and in re- 
ply to same we beg to state that the dried olives can 
be put up without using salt. The only objection to 
handling them in this way, however, is that practically 
none of the flesh of the olives remains, and it adheres 
so closely to the pit that it is very difficult to bite it off. I 
am of the opinion that the dried olives would not meet 
with the approval of consumers as an article of food, 
for the very simple reason that there is absolutely 
nothing to it. In the process which we use for putting 
up these olives, they are readily eaten, and have a very 
pleasant flavor. The surplus of salt can easily be re- 
moved by soaking in fresh water for a time, and then 
covering the olives with a limited quantity of olive oil. 
I fully realize that too much salt in the olives is an 
objection, but it is necessary for them to remain for a 


certain length of time in this salt, otherwise the bitter
